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Spinazola Estate brings civil action against Town 


Firm contracted to close the Maple Meadow Landfill also sued in separate complaint

WILMINGTON - A_ lawsuit 
alleging civil rights violations 
and seeking attorneys’ fees and 
unspecified damages was filed 
on March 6, 2006 by the law 
firm of Riemer & Braunstein 
on behalf of the Estate of 
Clarence Spinazola against the 
Town of Wilmington and 15 
presently unnamed individuals. 
The complaint argues that the 
town's enactment of a bylaw 
limiting the height of any land- 
fill, “was specifically aimed at, 
and was intentionally designed 
to interfere with the 
Defendant's pre-existing, non- 
conforming use of the proper- 
ty...” The property referred to 
is the Maple Meadow Landfill 
located just off of Main Street 
on the Wilmington/Woburn 
town line. 

The plaintiff is seeking dam- 


ages, by way of a trial by jury, 
for the “deprivation of all 
viable use of its property” fol- 
lowing recent ruling of the 
Land Court that Wilmington's 
bylaw was unenforceable. The 
complaint considers such loss 
to constitute a partial taking of 
the property in violation of the 
Fifth Amendment of the United 
States Constitution. 

“Finally, the Plaintiff seeks to 
recover damages from various 
presently unidentified individ- 
ual, both private citizens and 
public officials, who have con- 
spired for the purpose of inter- 
fering with the (Spinazola 
Trust's) constitutionally pro- 
tected property rights, through 
the utilization of state action,” 
the complaint states.

State kicks in for

Town gets 70K and extension on deadline

WILMINGTON - The state has 
allocated $70,000 for 
Wilmington's efforts to save the 
300-year old Butters Farm from 
demolition. 

According to Representative 
James R. Miceli, Chairman of 
the House Committee on 
Personnel and Administration, 
he approached the Wilmington 
Historical Commission months 
ago with an application for an 
Emergency Historie 
Preservation Grant. He asked 
the Commission to send in the 
appropriate information and he 
would meet with Secretary 
Galvin to ensure the Town 
received the money 

In a letter to Town Manager 
Michael Caira, Galvin com 
mends the town for its efforts in 
preserving the historic struc 
ture. 

“Your commitment to historic 
preservation through the acqui 
sition of the William Butters I 
Farm will ensure for the resi 
dents of Wilmington that this 
Farm is saved from demoli 
tion,” Galvin wrote.

“I was ecstatic to hear from 
the Secretary of State's office 
I have worked closely with 
Carolyn Harris and the mem 
bers of the Historie 
Commission on this worthwhile 
project.”

In other words, if I'm in 
Davis Square and I want to go to Union 
. I'd have to come home and start all 
ain. Not really, but you get the idea. 
It doesn't help that Somerville is the most 
densely populated city in all New England 
with almost 80,000 residents compacted into 
barely four square miles! 1 wonder how 
long it takes a new mail carrier to get his 
route down. Imagine how many streets, 
street names, house numbers, mailboxes - 
think of the possibilities, the probability of 
taking a wrong turn. But I digress. 

Nevertheless, I love Somerville. I love 
what it looks like. Streets lined with cl 
together two and three family houses, clas 
sic triple-deckers, historical Victorians, 
small businesses on every corner, busy main 
streets crowded with shops, restaurants, 
markets, churches and schools. 

Somerville has it all, everything you might 
want or need, so let me lead. If you don't 
want to lose your wi y on Broadway. 

A good place to start is at the Mt. Vernon 
Restaurant, 14 Broadway, at the 
Charlestown line. Since 1935 the Mt. Vernon 
has been in the same family serving tradi- 
tional American food. You'll find a com- 
fortable dining room with a separate infor- 


mal bar area, large menu with good whoie- 
some food and reasonable prices. 

As you cruise further down Broadway 
through Winter Hill and Magoun Square the 
city is alive with activity. Every block has 
coffee shops, sandwich shops, big buildings, 
small buildings, multi-family apartments 
and all the usual establishments, one after 
the other, that keep a community going. 
People, dogs, bikes and cars, riding, walking 
talking - Somerville is hopping. 

As you approach Ball Square, Kelly’ 
Diner will stand out. A classic 1950's era 
authentic silver dining car, Kelly's is a back- 
to-the-future experience when life was sim- 
ple and food was uncomplicated and inex- 
pensive. The rest of Ball Square is an even 
mix of old and new, locals and students from 
nearby Tufts. Trendy coffee shops with stu- 
dents sitting alone talking to their laptops 
sit beside fast food, slow food, dry cleaners 
and banks, while upscale delis, fine wine 
and chocolate shops are bordered by nail 
salons and paint, paper, and hardware 
stores 

As you come into Powderhouse Circle you 
could “detour” off Broadway and follow 
signs to Davis Square, probably not a mile 
away. I've been going to Davis Square for 

y Always a whirlwind of 
the Somerville Theater, 
Jimmy Tingle's “Off Broadway” and Johnny 
D's for night life. McIntyre & Moore, a 
great used book store, is a must. The popu- 
lar Rosebud Diner, a pretty 1941 Worcester 
dining car is my preference for everyday 
comfort food and nostalgia. The Rosebud 
has liquor too, not typical of diners - and a 
line out the door most of the time, which 
says it all 

Back to Broadway, continue on into Teele 
Square. The main reason that I'm drawn to 
Teele Square is Amelia's Kitchen. There 
are Italian restaurants all over the place but 
Amelia's is my kind of place. The small, 


square dining room, with about thirty seats, 
is bright but cozy with burnt orange walls 
and floor. Windows across the front look out 
onto the busy streets. All the food is light 
and tasty, cooked from scratch from old 
world recipes. They make their own pizza 
dough and even the bread is baked on the 
premis 

Across and down the street is Rudy's Café, 
The Magnificent Muffin and Soleil Café. 
Stroll around, look around, listen to the 
sound, see what you've found, see what you 
could be missing by passing up this city. 

Several years back I was driving in circles 
in Somerville flustered, frustrated and 
frankly fed up when I pulled into a Dunkin 
Donuts driveway and asked the first person 
I saw for directions. He shrugged and 
walked away from me. Then this dark panel 
van turned in and someone yelled out to me. 
I hurried over and stood up close to his open 
window. But I couldn't get a word out, I just 
stood there staring at him. There was some- 
thing about this guy, I kept staring at him 
saying nothing for a few seconds. He got 
this amused little smile on his face but he 
said nothing. Then I said, “You're, um, ah 

you're, I know you um, Ohmygod, 
you're the Mayor, the Congressman, Mike 
Capuano{!! “No, I'm Andy, his brother” he 
said. Then I said “Ohmygod, you look just 
like him." He says, “No, he looks just like 
me, I'm older.” Talk about luck. Do you 
think Andy was able to give me good direc 
tions around Somerville? 

Somerville is humming, it hops, it pops, 
it's hectic and eclectic, close-knit, tight-fit, 
jam-packed into a few square miles. But 
don't get off the track or you might not find 
your way back.

Dear Editor: 

I was very disappointed with 
the performance of the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
(BOS), Chairman Ray Lepore in 
particular, but also most of the 
BOS in general, in regard to the 
discussion of Town Counsel's 
upcoming annual contract 
renewal which took place at the 
February 27, 2006 meeting. It is 
my understanding that the allo- 
cated funds for legal expenses 
for fiscal year 2005-2006 have 
been expended with four months 
remaining in the current fiscal 
year. In his frustration at 
attempting to control legal 
costs, Chairman Lepore raised 
the possibility of putting out a 
request for proposals from new 
prospective Town Counsel appli- 
cants. This is short sighted. 
Both Chairman Lepore and 
Selectman Newhouse noted the 
municipal hourly billing rate-as 
an issue of contention but as 
pointed out by Selectman 
Sullivan, Wilmington's legal

I have attended many BOS 
meetings over the last year and 
in my opinion, Selectman 
Newhouse has been relentless in 
his continuing efforts to discred- 
it attorney DeRensis.

CO Alarms to be required by law in Massachusetts 


effective March 31, 2006 

As of March 31, 2006, carbon monoxide 
alarms will be required in all residences 
with potential sources of carbon monoxide. 
The Board of Fire Prevention Regulation 
(BFPR) recently passed emergency regula- 
tions to implement the law known as 
“Nicole’s Law” (527 CMR 31.00) 

Fire departments are currently required to 
inspect smoke alarms when homes are 
being sold and transferred. Starting March 
31, 2006 (or January 1, 2007 where hard- 
wired alarms are required) fire departments 
will now inspect all residences upon sale 
and transfer for carbon monoxide alarms. 


Make certain when you are purchasing an 
alarm that it is certified by an independent 


testing company. Not all alarms will bring 
your home into compliance with these reg- 


ulations

Early intervention is critical 
to preventing addiction, Once 
drug use has started, the con- 
cept of tolerance is introduced 
Tolerance means that the same 
produces — diminishing 
effects In other words, a 
steadily larger dose is needed 
to produce the same high. With 
each increasing dose the possi- 
bility of overdose also increas- 
es. Physical addiction and 
withdrawal occur when the 
body can no longer function 
without the drug, 

Marilyn G. Belmonte of the 
Burlington Drug and Alcohol 
Tusk Force presented the first 
session in a. five-part series 
Plant-based Drugs. Key learn 
ing objectives in this and subse 
quent sessions include drug 
trends in Massachusetts, 
trendy student drugs; recogniz 
ing symptoms of drug impair- 
ment; and how to talk to your 
kids, 

Narcotics - drugs that, in 
moderate doses, depresses the 
central nervous systems, thus 
relieving pain and producing 
sleep. Plant-based examples 
are the opiates - heroin, mor 
phine and codeine - derived 
from the white liquid produced 
by the poppy plant. Their syn- 
thetic cousins include Vicodin, 
Demerol Percoset and 
OxyContin. These drugs can 
produce a quick, intense feeling 
of pleasure followed by a sense 
of well-being and a= calm 
drowsiness 

There are several signs that 
point toward narcotic drug use 
These signs include eye indica- 
tions such as pin-pointed pupils 
that remain fixed and  unre- 
sponsive to light stimulation 
and droopy eyelids, Other 
physical clues include: 

* Flaccid muscle tone 

* Cool, clammy skin 

oF nd arm itehing 

* Needle marks, long sleeved 
shirts in warm weather 

* Sedated, easily 
sleep - "on the nod” 

* Dry, cotton mouth 

* Dreamy walk and talk 

Medical traits of narcotic use 
onsist of decreased respira 
tion, decreased pulse rate, 
lower body temperature and 
low blood pressure. 

lang term narcotic use 
changes the way nerve cells in 
the brain work. Cells grow 
dependent on the drug in order 
to work normally. If the nar. 
colic Is taken away from depen- 
dent nerve cells, many cells 
become overactive. Eventually, 
these cells will work normally 
again, but in the meantime, 
they cause a wide range of 
withdrawal symptoms in the 
brain. and body; symptoms 
much like a severe flu - aching, 
fever, Sweating, vomiting, diar 
rhea, shaking or chills. 
Sumulants are a class of 
deuys that elevate mood, 
increase feelings of well-being, 
and increase energy and alert- 
ness. Stimulants often produce 
a feeling of euphoria in users. 
&xamples of stimulants include 
cocaine, crack cocaine, and 
Methamphetamine. 

‘There are several signs that 
point toward stimulant drug 
use. These signs include eye 
indications such as dilated

Other physical clues include

Medical traits of stimulant 
drug use consist of high blood 
pressure, elevated pulse rate, 
heart arrhythmia, high temper 
ature, rapid respiration, malnu 
trition, paranoia, aggression 
and depression. 

As with narcotics, long term 
stimulant drug use changes the 
way nerve s in the brain 
work, Methamphetamine in 
particular causes profound 
long-lasting changes which can 
lead to problems with short 
term memory and coordination 
disturbances similar to, but not 
as severe as, Parkinson's dis 
ease. 

Hallucinogens are a class of 
drug that causes people to 
experience hallucinations, 
imagined experiences that 
seem real. The "trips" caused 
by hallucinogens can last for 
hours. Parts of these trips can 
feel really good, and other 
parts can feel really terrible. 
Hallucinogens powerfully affect 
the brain, distorting the way 
the five senses work and chang- 
ing impressions of time and 
space. People who use these 
drugs a lot may have a hard 
time concentrating, communi 
cating, or telling the difference 
between reality and illusion 

The hallucinogen discussed in 
Wednesday's session was mari 
Juana. The chemical responsi 
ble for the high in marijuana 
delta-9-tetrahydrocannacinol or 
THC, also produces hallucina 
tions. The higher the level of 
THC, the more likely the drug 
is to produce hallucinations. 
The marijuana available today 
is much more potent, higher in 
THC levels, than that available 
in the 1960's, 1970's or even 
the1980's. Quite simply, this is 
not the same drug that many 
adults today have experimented 
with in the past 

Physical evidence and med- 
ical traits of marijuana/hallu- 
cinogen use include: 

* Reddening of the whites of 
the eyes 

* Pupil dilation (which can 
increase or decrease depending 
upon dose) 

* Tremor in eyelids, 
stomach, legs 

* Odor on clothing

* Loss of depth perception 

* Raised blood pressure 

* Elevated pulse rate 

* Raised temperature 

* Paranoia, psychosis 

* Vomiting 

* Loss of orientation to time 
and place

Girls Hoop Opener 


Wildcats 
win first 
in 12 
years

The last time the Wilmington 
High School girls basketball 
team won a state tournament 
game, most members of this 
year's team were in preschool 
Twelve years have passed 
since this team could celebrate 
a state tournament victory; 
last Thursday night the 
Wildcats did so, in front of the 
home crowd. 

The No. 3 seed Wilmington 
matched up against a very sim 
iliar, very physical and a very 
good No. 14 seed Stoneham, 
which came in with a 10-10 
record, it's best mark since 
19 


Behind an incredible perfor- 
mance by sophomore Stephanie 
Sauve, the Wildcats were able 
to walk away with a gut- 
wrenching 56-48 victory in the 
Division 3 North sectional first 
round game played in front of a 
packed Cushing Gymnasium: 

The win is the program's first 
in the playoffs since 1994 when 
the ‘Cats defeated Triton 
Regional under then head 
coach Jim Tildsley. 

“It went down to the very 
end,” said Wildcat coach Jay 
Keane. “It went back and forth. 
We were able to make a couple 
of runs late in the second half 
to pull it off. But the girls real- 
ly stepped up and played hard 
when they needed too.” 

Sauve scored 28 points, includ- 
ing scoring four straight bas- 
kets for the ‘Cats which kept 
the team’s small two point lead 
at the time intact, as her fourth 
basket moved the lead up to six 
with 6:17 to go and Wilmington 
never looked over its shoulders 
again.

Wilmington led by just three 
points at the halftime break 
Junior center Ashley Vitale got 
things going for Wilmington 
scoring on a put back and fol- 
lowing that up 35 seconds later 
with a pair of free throws. 

The teams continued to trade 
baskets and with the game tied 
at 40 with 8:04 to go, Sauve 
scored three straight field goals 
in an 1:02 span to open things 
up. 

Stoneham did tie the game 
back up at 46-46 with 1:58 to go. 


but Wilmington closed the 
game out on an 10-2 run, includ: 
ing hitting 8-of-10 free throw 
attempts. which came after 
missing six in a row. 

“This was a real physical 
game,” said Keane. “Stoneham 
is a real good team that plays 
tough league. They

Throughout the regular sea- 
son, Wildcat girls basketball 
coach Jay Keane said he 
expected it would happen, just 
wasn't sure when it would.

The ‘Cats led by two 
points at 30-28 with 11:12 left 
and that’s when Sauve started 
to get hot again. She scored on 
a jump shot, but Stoneham 
answered with two of its own to 
tie the game at 40-40 with 8:04 
left 

Sauve then dominated as she 


scored three field goals in a 
span of 62 seconds. The first she 
scored off a long pass the 
length of the court and she fol- 
lowed that up with two more 
jump shots. That gave the ‘Cats 
a 46-40 lead with 6:17 to go. , 

“We were really nervous com- 
ing in,” said Sauve. “But we 
knew that we had to work as a 
team and just get pumped up 
for the game.” 

Stoneham came back again 
scoring the game’s next six 
points and once again the game 
was tied at 46-46. 

“Stoneham had a lot of good 
shooters,” said Sauve. “Once 
we went zone, they kept hitting 
their shots and we were like ‘oh 
no’.” 

Junior guard Briaine 
Bozzella connected on the first 
of two free throws which gave 
the ‘Cats the lead for good, but 
Sauve officially closed the deal 
as she sank another jump shot 
and connected on 6-of-6 free 
throws in the final 56 seconds pf 
the game lifting the team: to 
something that hasn't been 
done in a dozen years. 

“Stephanie was awesome,” 
said Keane. “She hit everything 
in sight. We knew she had the 
capability of putting a night like 
that together all season long.” 

Sauve added 12 points in the 
team’s second round loss- to 
Ipswich, giving her 40 points in 
the two season games, and 
she still has two more years Tett 
to play. 

“I was really excited,” Sid 
Sauve after the Stoneham fer- 
formance. “I just got more ¢pn- 
fident after I hit a few shots. I 
had a few open looks so I just 
took my shots.
